Those conclusions were drawn 
from a 1992-96 study of more 
than 3,000 teen-age members of 
The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints conducted by 
BYU professors Brent Top and 
Bruce Chadwick. Their findings 


arc reported in their book 
"Rearing Righteous Youth of 
Zion.” 

The two questioned teens in 
seminary classes on the East 
Coast, iJie Pacific .Northwest and 
in Utah Valley. 

About 12 percent of Mormon 
girls living on the East Coast 
acknowledged having sexual 
intercourse, compared to 7 per- 
cent of the boys. 

On the West Coast, sexually 
active .Mormon girls numbered 9 
percent and tJie boys 6 percent. 

In Utah Valley. 6 percent of 


the boys -and 5 percent of the 
girts admitted having sex.

WASHINGTON (AP) — More 
than 40 percent of American 
households with children have 
guns — a figure that should make 
parents vigilant not only about 
guns in their own homes but in 
the homes of others, a gun-con- 
trol group said today. 

The survey by the Center to 
Prevent Handgun Violence found 
that 43 percent of homes have 
both guns and children, and 23 
percent of those keep the gun 
loaded. 


The sur%-ey found that 28 per- 
cent of the gunowners with 
children keep the gun hidden 
but not locked up. Still. 73 per- 
cent of parents think it is 
unlikely their children would 
find or handle a gun without 
their permission, the survey 
showed. 

"Only when parents arc as con- 
scientious about guns in the 
home as they arc about lesser 
dangers can we protect our chil- 
dren from these terrible and 


unnecessary tragedies." said 
Robert Walker, the center's pres- 
ident. 

Parents need to pay more 
attention to the possibility of 
guns in the homes their children 
visit, the group said. While three- 
fourths of parents have talWi-rt to 
their children about what to do if 
they- find a gun at the home of a 
friend, only 30 percent have 
Recked with other parents to see 
if they keep- guns, according to 
the study.

Falk and another $175,000 to his 
lawyers and accountants. 

Out of what’s left, Anderson normally 
budgets 536,000 to pay his mother's 
mortgage; $86,000 to support two iUoglt- 
imate children; $150,000 for rent on a 
home in Beverly Hills (five bedrooms, 
pool, basketball and tennis courts); 
$75,000 CO insure and maintain eight 
cots; and $120,000 in what he describes 
as “hanging out” money. 

There is more, but this sampling of 
expenses ^ves you an idea of what he is 
up against now that the money isn’t 
rolling in. 

“I have to start getting tight,” he said. 
“You know, just get rid of the. 
.Mercedes.” 

Of course, at the exact moment the 
owners start to look like reasonable 
men, one of them has to ruin the illusion 
by opening his rqouth.

Like Anderson with his bank books.

He cook 
over the Clippers in 1981, and his teams 
have posted exactly one winning season 
since. 

He’s made more bad personnel deci- 
sions than Mike Tyson did putting 
together an entourage and he hod as 
much to do with the league’s success os ' 
the “Macarena.” 

Most of us want the NBA back, but 
the longer that players like Anderson 
and ov>-ncrs like Sterling occupy center 
_ stage, the easier it becomes to root 
' against an end to the lockout. Because 
when it docs end, Anderson will go bock 
to his fleet of cars and Sterling to the 
dart board in his office that makes all 
iliosc critical dedsions for him and both 
will think they helped get it right. 

The thought of either one sitting 
smugly is enough to make you want to 
turn that old question on its head: If 
you’re so rich, howcome you’re not 
smart?
